No Increase 
In Tuition 


For 1980-81 


The BCC Board of Trustees has 
voted to continue the tuition at 
the same amount for the 1980-81 
college year as it has been. 


This means that residents of 
Broome County will pay $730 a 
year, and residents of other coun- 
ties in New York State will pay the 
same amount, when they produce 
a certificate of residence. Out-of- 
staters must pay $1460 a year. 
These are for full-time students. 


Tuition is paid twice a year— 
once at the start of each semester. 
Thus Broome County and New 
York State residents actually pay 
their tuition in two $365 amounts. 
For out-of-state students, it is 
$730 a semester. 


Part-time students will again pay 
$29 per semester credit hour if 
they are residents of Broome 
County or New York State. The 
tuition for out-of-state residents 
will be $58 per semester credit 
hour. 


8CC Master File 
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The new president of Broome 
Community College, Dr. Donald 
W. Beattie, will assume his duties 
on July 14 when he officially be- 
comes BCC’s fourth permanent 
president. 

Dr. Beattie (prounced as if it 
were spelled Beetee) comes to 
BCC from the University of Maine 
at Augusta, where he has been 
president of that community col- 
lege for three years. 

He made the decision to change 
presidencies, he said, because he 
believes in the kind of strong com- 
prehensive academic offerings at 





BCC, which are much more di- 
verse than those at the University 
of Maine at Augusta. 

He was also impressed by BCC’s 
“superb and stable faculty, strong 
board of trustees, and its connec- 
tion with the fine State University 
of New York system,” he said. 

He is also a firm believer in a 
strong tie between a community 
college and its community, which 
is something he finds already well 
developed at BCC. And he said he 
is looking forward to the oppor- 
tunity to work with business and 
industry in the area.

Prof. Anthony LoTempio 
Wins Chancellor’s Award 


Anthony G. LoTempio, asso- 
ciate professor of chemistry at 
Broome Community Collge. has 
been chosen for the State Univer- 
sity Chancellors Award for Ex- 
cellence in Teaching. 


The award is given annually to 
a limited number of SUNY faculty 
members who have demonstrated 
outstanding teaching performance. 
It is awarded “in recognition of 
exemplary teaching and significant 
contribution to institutional qual- 
ity in instruction,” and it pays 
$500 to each recipient. 

SUNY Chancellor Clifton R. 
Wharton, Jr. noted that it also re- 
flects the respect and recognition 
extended by one’s faculty col- 
leagues, students and campus pres- 
ident, as the candidates for the 
award have to be nominated by 
their campuses to the SUNY selec- 
tion committee. 

LoTempio has been at BCC for 
13 years, and he is the fourth 
member of the college staff to earn 
a Chancellor’s Award.

“We had more than 100 appli- 
cants for the position since Pres- 
ident Peter Blomerley resigned last 
year, and I believe we are most 
fortunate to find a man with Dr. 
Beattie’s qualifications, experience 
and interest in the community col- 
lege concept,” he said. “I look for- 
ward to an excellent relationship 
with him at Broome Community 
College.” 


President Beattie succeeds Terry 
A. Cline, who has been acting 
president of BCC since Blomerley 
resigned the post last June. Dr. 
Cline will return to his permanent 
position of vice-president for aca- 
demic affairs. 

Dr. Beattie’s three predecessors 
as president of Broome Commu- 
nity College were founding pres- 
ident Cecil C. Tyrrell who served 
from 1946 to 1972, Sigmund A. 
Smith who was president from 
1973 to 1975, and Dr. Blomerley 
who held the position from 1976 
to 1979. 


A New Englander 


Dr. Beattie is a New Englander 
who has had 12 years of manage- 
ment experience at community col- 
leges, and he taught at the college 
level for 7 years before that. 

Before becoming president at 
the University of Maine at Augus- 
ta three years ago, he was dean of 
North Shore Community College 
in Beverly, Mass. for 9 years. 


Prior to that he was associate 
professor and department chair- 
man at Bentley College in Boston 
for 6 years, and he taught for one 
year each at Bridgewater Classical 
Academy in Maine and at Barring- 
ton College in Rhode Island. 

He earned his A.B. degree in 
1958 at Gordon College in Wen- 
ham, Mass., and his A.M. and 
Ph.D degrees at Boston University.

Most 
of the money is expected to come 
from rental fees for the use of the 
simulator. 

People in the community who 
would like to rent time on the 
simulator should contact Forsythe 
at 772-5115 in the fall. Those most 
likely to find the simulator helpful 
would be established pilots who 
need instrument work to upgrade 
their ratings or to stay up to date, 
Forsythe said. But it’s also avail- 
able for people who are interested 
in learning to fly, he added. 

The unit is manufactured by 
Analog Training Computers 
(ATC) and is their model 610. It 
is computerized and simulates the 
complete flying procedure from 
take-off, through flight and_ in- 
course maneuvers, to landing. 

The simulator has the instru- 
ment panel of a well-equipped 
single engine airplane, Forsythe 
explained. It enables the user to 
sit in front of it and control such 
parts of the plane as throttle, rud- 
ders, elevator and wheels. 

_One can also do radio naviga-

said.

Contract Courses Gross $150,000 in 1979-80 


Over 10,000 People Have Been Served by These Special Offerings 


The BCC Office of Continuing 
Education has added a new di- 
mension to the credit and non- 
credit phase of its offerings—con- 
tract courses. 

These contract courses are ar- 
ranged between the college and a 
firm or agency, rather than having 
students individually enroll in a 


particular course offering at the 
college. 

The courses are usually specially 
arranged to fill a company’s or 
agency’s particular educational 
needs, or they can be courses that 
are regularly given at the college. 
They can be given on the BCC 
campus, although most are con-

ducted at the company or agency 
site. 

Since April of 1979, BCC has 
entered into contracts with 18 
companies or agencies to give 30 
courses that have served more than 
10,000 people. The amount of 
money involved has _ exceeded 
$150,000, so this is obviously a 


IBM Major User of Contract Courses 


IBM Endicott has arranged with 
Broome Community College to 
provide special education related 
to job responsibilities for several 
thousand employees during the 
current calendar year. 


Agreement has been reached for 
BCC to give Cardio-Pulmonary 
Resuscitation (CPR) and Standard 
First Aid Training to as many as 
4,000 IBM employees under a 
training contract. In addition, a 
basic electrical safety course is be- 
ing given to about 500 employees 
and an advanced electrical safety 
course to an additional 1,500 
IBMers. 

These courses are taken by 
the employees during their work- 
ing hours, in Endicott, close to 
IBM. 

The purpose of the CPR and 
first aid programs is to enable IBM 
to have adequate personnel train- 
ed to assist in job emergencies. 

“Fulfilling this need for IBM is 
part of BCC’s continued emphasis 
on public service programs for 
people and organizations in our 
community,” said William G. Vick, 
BCC dean of continuing educa- 
tion, through whose office these 
programs will be administered. 

The CPR training started April 
21 and will run until the end of 
August, at which time the first aid 
training will begin and continue to 
Dec. 12. 

The basic electrical safety course 
started on June 30 and lasts until 
Sept. 30, and the advanced elec- 
trical safety course started on June 
2 and goes until Sept. 30. 

The CPR and first aid programs 
each consist of two blockes of four 
hours for each employee involved. 
The basic electrical safety course 
will be one session of three hours 
per person and the advanced class 
will have two three-hour sessions. 

“There are a lot of firsts with 
this program,” noted Rudy Suther- 
land, IBM staff instructor, general 
education. “It’s the first time we’ve 
had such an extensive training 
program in a given safety area. 

“It’s the first time for such in- 
tensive training for such large 
numbers of people in one location 
in less than an eight-month time 
frame. 

“We're using community re- 


sources, and it’s the first time 
we've contracted with an educa- 
tional institution for something 
like this,” added Sutherland, who 


also serves as general safety train- 
ing coordinator at IBM. 


BCC faculty members Robert 
Reid, Edward Troicke and Doug- 
las Florance have developed the 
electrical safety courses, working 
closely with IBM education per- 
sonnel. 


Loretta Benz Elected 


Reid and Troicke are full-time 
faculty members in BCC’s Elec- 
trical Engineering Technology De- 
partment. Florance is an electrical 
engineer who owns Florance Elec- 
tric Lighting Center in Bingham- 
ton and who teaches part-time at 
BCC. 

The CPR and first aid training 
are standard programs taught by 
certified Red Cross instructors, so 
they did not have to be specially 
developed, Vick said. 


New Student Trustee 


Loretta Benz has been elected 
the student member of the Broome 
Community College Board of 
Trustees, succeeding David Don- 
lon. She was elected by the stu- 
dents to serve a one-year term. 


Ms. Benz was born and brought 
up in Huntington, LI., and came 
to Binghamton in January to at- 
tend BCC. She enrolled in the col- 
lege’s Liberal Arts program while 
awaiting acceptance into the Den- 
tal Hygiene curriculum, which she 
will enter as a freshman in the fall. 

She came to BCC she said, “be- 


cause I want Dental Hygiene and 
the only college offering it on 
Long Island had a two-year wait- 
ing list.” 


This is her first venture in school 
governance in high school or col- 
lege, but she is interested in this 
phase of campus life, she said, and 
is looking forward to this oppor- 
tunity to represent the students. 


As the student trustee on the 
board, she will have all the rights 
and responsibilities of board mem- 
bership except the right to vote. 


New Insurance Course 


Ready for Fall 


Broome Community College will 
offer a new course that is required 
by law for all new agents who 
want to sell life, accident and 
health insurance. 


The course, which will be given 
in the fall, has been approved by 
the state, and it will prepare those 
who take it for the licensure ex- 
amination they have to pass. 

The course will begin on Sept. 8 
and run four evenings a week for 
four weeks—a total of 40 hours. It 
will be given on Monday, Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday 


evenings from 7 to 9:30, and it is 
entitled “Life, Accident and 
Health Insurance for Licensing of 
Agents.” 

This course must also be taken 
by anyone who wants to sell an- 
nuities, according to the new law. 
Thus people starting to work for 
investment companies and broker- 
age houses must also take it and 
pass the licensing exam. 

The law exempts those agents 
who have been selling insurance 
and annuities in the past from tak- 
ing the course.

substantial effort on the part of 
BCC’s Office of Continuing Edu- 
cation. 


Bill Vick, dean of continuing 
education at BCC, explained that 
his office expanded its commitment 
to serve community industry, busi- 
ness and governmental agencies in 
response to the policy established 
last year by State University of NY 
Chancellor Clifton R. Wharton, Jr. 


The chancellor emphasized the 
importance of State University in- 
creasing its public service offer- 
ings, so that the state could make 
better use of the fine educational 
resource that exists here in the 
form of SUNY. 


Among the firms that have par- 
ticipated in BCC’s stepped-up pro- 
gram of contract courses are IBM, 
NY State Electric & Gas, Singer- 
Link, Raymond Corp., The Fair- 
banks Co., the Vestal, Union-En- 
dicott, Johnson City, Chenango 
Forks and Deposit School Dis- 
tricts, Broome County and the 
Gannett Newspapers, to name a 
few. 


Some of the courses offered to 
them were Pre-Retirement Plan- 
ning, Microprocessors, Supervisory 
Training, Communication Skills, 
Report Writing and energy-related 
and technical programs. 


These contract offerings can be 
credit as well as non-credit 
courses. And in some instances the 
business firm has taken the initia- 


| tive to inquire about the course, 


and in others BCC has approached 
the company or agency. 

In addition to the numbers men- 
tioned above, Vick pointed out 
that other contract course offerings 
are currently being discussed with 
Bunker Ramo, Security Mutual, 
Bankers Trust and the U.S. Postal 
Service, to cite a few. 


Metrics conversion, assertiveness 
training and career counseling are 
some of the topics under consid- 
eration.

In keeping with its relatively re- 
cently established tradition, the 
BCC Alumni Association con- 
tinued its practice this year of 
awarding scholarships to graduat- 
ing seniors to continue their higher 
education.

Jo Gay and Virginia Cotes. Each 
received $400, and the announce- 
ments were made at the com- 
mencement exercises. 

Mary Jo Gay is a graduate in 
the Medical Record Technology 
program, with high honors, and 
she was the president of BCC’s 
Phi Theta Kappa Honor Society 
chapter. She plans to attend Ithaca 
College in the fall. 

Virginia Cotes also graduated 
with high honors, majoring in 
Business Administration.

In making his second appear- 
ance as a graduation speaker in 
three years, Judge Joseph Sorren- 
tino showed the same spark, social 
insight and inspirational lift that 
made him such a favorite the first 
time, as he delivered the featured 
remarks of Broome Community 
College’s 32nd commencement 
last month. 

Along with some cogent com- 
ments on the problems of today’s 
society, he told the graduates to 
be “introspective coal miners” and 
dig down deep within themselves 
to find their inner strengths. 

Creativity is really a combina- 
tion of hard work and self con- 
fidence, he said, noting that many 
who are called creative frequently 
work 60 hours a week to achieve 
success. 

Critical of Testing 

Among society’s institutions and 
habits that he was critical of was 
the fetish for testing to predict fu- 
ture developments. “I think it’s 
impossible to try and scientifically 
measure, through testing, all the 
human potential in an individual,” 
he said. “Things like creativity, 
drive, love, guts, sensitivity, re- 
sponsiveness and imagination, for 
example, can’t be measured by 
tests.” 

Who could have _ predicted, 
through testing, that the U.S. 
Olympic hockey team would have 
beaten the Russians?” he asked. 
Yet they did. 

His criticism of society centered 
on the federal government. “We 
get no common sense from our 
governmental leaders,” he said. 

Then he observed that Skylab 
was launched into space, without 
knowing where it would land. The 
government has sent men to the 
moon, spending all that money. 
Yet no dollars have been spent for 
solar energy, which would do 
mankind much more good in this 
day and age. 

Defends IBM 

He noted the spending of mil- 
lions of dollars in the anti-trust 
suit against IBM—a company that 
creates many jobs, is a world leader 
in international markets, and has 
a unique social commitment — in- 
stead of spending the money, time 
and energy on the many problems 
facing society today. 

He also disapproved of the over- 
emphasis on, winning, an attitude 
that produced a Rosey Ruiz, who 
claimed to have been the first 
woman to complete the Boston 
Marathon but who didn’t run the 
full course. 

“We accept people if they have 
a lot of money, regardless of how 
they got that money,” he pointed 
out. 

The sharp increase in juvenile 
crime was another major concern

he had, as this creates a serious 
long-term problem for all of us. He 
blamed a number of factors — 
drugs, the influence of TV and the 
tvpe of programming it carries, 
family deterioration including il- 
legitimacy, the leniency of judges 
and the increase in the number of 
lawyers. All have contributed to 
giving youngsters a lack of respect 
for the institutions of society and 
for other people. 

He urged the graduates to keep 
their perspective. While admitting 
that there are many problems fac- 
ing us all today, the troubles are 
less than those of many past gen- 
erations. 

fost of us do not have to worry 
about where the next meal is com- 
ing from or whether we have a 
roof over our heads. Early man, 
the pioneers and the workers in 
the sweat shops of the early 
1900’s, for example, went through 
much more suffering and uncer- 
tainty than we do today. 

Sorrentino speaks from a unique 
background, because he was such 
a failure as a youth. He was in a 
Brooklyn street gang, flunked out 
of high school, spent time in jail, 
and was kicked out of the Marine 
Corps. 
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But then he found himself, en- 
rolled in high school at night, and 
fell in love with learning. After 
earning baccalaureate and Masters 
degrees, he went to Harvard Law 
School and became a lawyer and 
a superb speaker. 

He has since acted as judge pro 
tem in both municipal and juvenile 
courts in California, and he has 
been called by noted lawyer-au- 
tho: F. Lee Bailey the “best ju- 
venile court judge in the country.” 

He is quite a speaker too.

Broome Community College, 
which has enjoyed a continued in- 
crease in enrollment in recent 
years, has boosted its Summer 
Session attendance about 35% over 
last year. 

A total of 1538 students has 
enrolled in the credit courses that 
began the week of June 16, com- 
pared to slightly more than 1,100 
last year. There was also an in- 
crease in the number of sections of 
classes offered—112 compared to 
90 a year ago. 

Of the 1538 students this sum- 
mer, 496 are taking day courses, 
941 are enrolled in the evening 
and 101 taking both day and eve- 
ning classes. 863 of the summer 
students are women and 675 men. 


The number of Full-Time 
Equivalent Students (FTE) was 
also significantly up—from 170 to 
226. The FTE is a budgetary 
method of equating the number of 
students attending part-time with 
the number of fullt-ime students 
needed to take the same number 
of credit hours. 


Most students in the Summer 
Session are part-time students, as 
they take one or two courses, per- 
haps three at the most. 


Many are full-time BCC stu- 
dents during the college year, but 
a substantial number are also 
Broome County residents who at- 
tend out-of-town colleges. But by 
taking a course or two at BCC dur- 
ing the summer, they can lighten 
their future loads or make up past 
deficiencies, as these credits are 
accepted at their alma maters. 


The figures mentioned in this 
story are for the credit courses of- 
fered this summer. The non-credit 
mini courses did not start until 


later, and so there were no figures | 


available on those totals when this 
issue of BCC TODAY went to the 


printer.

Growth and Importance 


Of Computers at BCC 


The growth and importance of 
computers in the learning process 
at Broome Community College 
was the subject of a feature story 
in the Evening Press recently. 


Among other things, the story 
stressed how BCC has incorpo- 
rated instruction in the use of the 
computers into most of the cur- 
ricula. And starting in the fall, 
there will be three new programs 
in the computer field leading to 
associate degrees. 


When BCC first began to use 
the computer as an instructional 
tool in the mid-1960’s, a decision 
was made to have students in 
various curricula develop a famil- 
ierity with the computer and its 
applications to their work field. It 
was felt that this was preferable to 
a special curriculum to develop 
computer programmers. 


This has worked out success- 
fully through the years, and grad- 
uates of business, engineering 
technology, engineering science, 
and some of the health science 
programs have learned to use the 
computer and how to apply its 
vast potential to their fields of 
learning. An increasing number of 
Liberal Arts students are taking 
computer courses too. 


In fact, more than half of the 
graduates at BCC have been ex- 
posed to computer instruction in 
recent years.

Computer Science which is de- 
signed as a transfer program to en- 
able graduates to continue their 
education in the field at four-year 
colleges, (2) Data Processing, 
which is business oriented, and 
(3) Data Processing — Technical, 
which is more technically slanted. 
Both of the latter two are for those 
students planning to’ go immedi- 
ately to work. 


In addition, there is a computer 
emphasis program in the Industrial 
Technology curriculum in the 
evening that enables part-time stu- 
dents to earn an associate degree 
in the field. These are in addition 
to the continued emphasis of the 
computer in the college’s other 
curricula, as noted above. 


No wonder that Mary Diegert, 
chairperson of the new Computer 
Studies Department, says that 
BCC has the best academic com- 
puter facilities of any community 
college in the State University 
system (SUNY). The Computer 
Center has on-line instruction in 
six major computer languages with 
simulators and assemblers for the 
8080 and 6800 microprocessor.
